President Dutcrte issued Proclamation 922 on March 8, 2020. declaring a State of Public 
Health Emergency to take effect until lifted or withdrawn bv the President. In addition, the 
Department of Health issued Alert Level 4, Code Red for Covid-19. 

BISLIG CITY GOVERNMENT GUIDELINES No. 1 
FOR CORONA VIRUS DISEASE (COVID-19) 

The following are the updated Guidelines for Bislig City as of March 11. 2020: 

1. Cancel flag ceremony and retreat until after the Public Health Emergency is lifted or 

withdrawn; | 
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And areas that arc frequently used by the public. Heads of offices are mandated to create 
a daily disinfection schedule for frequently touched surfaces inside their offices. Household 
cleaning agents can be used; 

3. Employees are banned from receiving personal visitors. Only individuals w'ho have 
transactions with the government arc allowed in the offices; 

4. Offices should ensure that hand sanitizers or alcohol should be made available to the 
public before entering and leaving the offices. Employees should practice regular hand 
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BsTEmployces who have shortness of breath, fever, cough, cold and flu-like symptoms shall 
stay home and have themselves checked by a doctor. They should bring a doctor's medical 
certificate that they arc cleared to report back to work; 

6. Employees are prohibited to share food and eating utensils with others during meals in 
their offices. Everyone is required to bring their own re-usable dining wares^^^^^^^^^H 

7. All Araw ng Barangay celebrations shall be canceled or postponed 

Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn. The conduct of Caravan ot Government Services 
shall be canceled until after the Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn. However, 
there shall be no disruption in the dcliveiy of basic government services in the appropriate 
government building and offices; 

8. Personal follow-ups of transactions/ requests of clients are prohibited. Clients arc 
required to make phone calls or email follow-ups. Offices should ensure that clients are 
promptly attended to in this mode of follow-up. The City Government Trunkline Number 
is (086) 853-6089 which can connect to Pabex Local 60 units of the City Hall; 

9 Heads of offices should apply Paperless Communication or online and email 
submissions for simple documents, which include but is not limited to invitations, simple 
requests, and non-essential documents; 

10. All fore ig n travels of employees for leisure and vacation arc hereby i anccled until «iftt r 
the Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn. Anyone caught in violation shall be 

dismissed or shall be charged administratively; 

11 Lakbay Aral visits to/from Bislig City government offices are hereby postponed until 

after the Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn; 

12. Trips of PDAO, OSCA and other Social Services institutions are hereby suspended until 
after the Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn; 

13. The City Health Office is hereby ordered to conduct misting disinfection in public places 

and government offices; _

PRIVATE SECTOR 

17. Private Organizations, business establishments, and other offices are strongly 
encouraged to postpone non-essential mass gatherings until after the Public Health 
Emergency is lifted or withdrawn; 

18. All restaurants, hotels and other event centers are strongly encouraged to allow their 
clients to reschedule or rebook events without additional charges and penalties; 

19. Banks, hotels, resorts, restaurants, hospitals, places of worship, buses, jeepneys, 
government offices, schools, malls, and van terminals, civil courts, gyms, recreational 
centers, funeral parlors, internet cafes, bars, coffee shops, palengkes and all other places 
where people frequently gather should have their DAILY DISINFECTION PROTOCOLS for 
frequently touched surfaces; 

20. Restaurant and other food vendors are mandated to use hairnets, masks, and gloves 
in food handling. Proper food handling protocols should at nil times be observed; 

21. In the absence ol an official advisory from the Department of Education and 
Commission on Higher Education, schools are mandated to implement distance learning 
and provide home assignments and worksheets, accelerate their school calendar to shorten 
the school year and postpone recognition and graduation activities until after the Public 
Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn; 

22. Places of worship arc mandated to issue guidelines in the conduct of activities for the 
observance of Lent and Ramadan. All rituals und ceremonies pertaining to these religious 
activities that can be dispensed shall be canceled. Proper food handling during Iftar should 
be observed and mass gathering for Iftar shall be disallowed. Iftar should be celebrated 
inside the privacy of residences. 

DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND INDUSTRY 

23. DTI is mandated to ensure that the (price freeze ;s implemented and that those guilty 
of profiteering shall be reported for cancellation of business permit and padlocked for 

indefinite closure; 

24. DTI is mandated to enforce Section 6 of RA 7581 The Pncc Act and all other provisions 
therein, unless otherwise prohibited by the President. Information on the prices of basic 
commodities must be made available to the public everyday through all information 

channels; 

25. DTI must ensure that illegal acts of price manipulation shall be reported for 
cancellation of business permit and padlocked for indefinite closure; 

DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 

26. DOH is mandated to instruct all the LGU Health Officers of Region XIII with a common 
protocol in the implementation of the State of Public Health Emergency and RA 11332; 

27. Everyone is enjoined to review' and abide by the DOH advisory pertinent to their 
organization: 

For workplace — DOLE Labor Advisory #4 Scries 2020 and DOH Dept. Memo 2020-0056 

For Hospitals — DOH Dept. Memo 2020-0035 

For Airports and seaports — DOH Dept. Memo 2020-0063

For schools — DOH Dept. Memo 2020-0055 and DepEd Memo 15 s. 2020 

For hotels and other similar establishments — DOH Dept. Memo 24. 2020-0057

28. If you arc unwell, DO NOT GO TO WORK, DO NOT TRAVEL. Seek medical attention 
immediately. Provide accurate medical history to your doctors.

> Avoid close contact with people who are sick. 

> Avoid touching your eyes, nose, and mouth. 

> Stay home when you are sick. 

> Cover your cough or sneeze with a tissue, then throw the tissue in the trash. 

> Clean and disinfect frequently touched objects und surfaces using a regular household 
cleaning spray or wipe. 

> Follow recommendations for using a faccmask: 

- Facemasks should be used during epidemic or pandemic of COVID-19 to help prevent 
the spread of the disease to others. The use of facemasks is also crucial for health workers 
and people who are taking care of someone in close settings (at home or in a health care 
facility). 

- Wash your hands often with soap and water for at least 20 seconds, especially after going 
to the bathroom; before eating; and after blowing your nose, coughing, or sneezing. 

- If soap and water are not readily available, use an alcohol-based hand sanitizer with at 
least 60% alcohol. Always wash hands with soap and water if hands are visibly dirty. 

PERSON-TO-PERSON SPREAD 

30. The virus is thought to spread mainly from person-to-person. 

> Between people who are in close contact with one another (within about 6 feet). 

> Through respiratory droplets produced when an infected person coughs or sneezes. 
These droplets can land in the mouths or noses of people who arc nearby or possibly be 
inhaled into the lungs. 

It is important to learn and disseminate the cough etiquette. 

31. SPREAD FROM CONTACT WITH CONTAMINATED SURFACES OR OBJECTS 

It may be possible that a person can get COVID-19 by touching a surface or object that 
has the virus on it and then touching their own mouth, nose, or possibly their eyes, but 
this is not thought to be the main way the virus spreads. 

For the City Government of Bislig, other government offices, and the private sector, it is 
encouraged to clean your offices daily with regular household cleaning agents that can be 
regularly found in the supermarket or grocery stores. 

For the City Government of Bislig offices, alcohol and hand sanitizers arc for clients only. 
Employees should practice regular hand washing.
